coming smoke signals in response 
to the deafening siren blasts con- 
tinually sounded from the Kras- 
sin. 

The Krassin then drew up 

close alongside of the ice field 
which was harboring the v.c- 
tima I climbed down a trap lad- 
der which was lowered from the 
boat and found myself in the 
outstretched arms of the rescued 
men, who embraced and kissed 
me as they wept tears of jor. 
They said that throughout they 
had pinned all hope on the Kras- 
sin. but did not expect it to come 
so soon. All those rescued and 
taken aboard were well save 
Ceccioni, who has a broken leg, 
but his condition ts not grave. 

Prof. Samoilovitch said the crew 
of the Krassin then began loading 
Lieut. Lundborg’s plane aboard the 
Krassin. It was in this machine 
that the Swedish airman made a 
perilous landing June 24 on the 
ice and succeeded in taking off 
Gen. Nobile. 

Crashes on Second Flight. 

On a second flight to the en- 
campment to take off the injured 
Ceccioni, the plane turned over as 
it landed and Lieut. Lundborg 
found himself stranded with the 
five men still remaining. After 13 
days of hardship, shared with che 
men he had hoped to rescue, he 
Swedish flyer was taken off Sy a 
comrade, Lieut.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—After

Tells How to 
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Eradicate 


Caterpillars on Trees 


Shaw's Garden Superintendent Gives Sugges- 
tions on Killing Pest Prevalent in St. 
Louis This Year. 


Unusual prevalence of tent cater- 
Pillars in St. Louis has caused up 
to a dozen calls a day on Shuaw’s 
Garden for information on eradi- 
cation of the pest, which strips 
trees Of ioliage and festoons them 
with its unsightly “tents.” 

‘These caterpillars congregate in 
colonies, enclose themselves in 
‘tents,” and*then feed on the leaves 
within the ‘tent,’ ” explained 
George H. Pring, superintendent of 
the garden. “They prefer mul- 
berry, but this year they have 
taken to maple, sassafras, pear— 
almost everything. 

“Usually we send one man about 
the garden to burn them from ‘he 
mulberry, but this year we have 
had several campaigns against 
them, sending out a crew with 
equipment for a small war. . 

“The two easiest ways for the 
average citizen to eradicate them 
are-to cut off the small twigs with 
the ‘tents’ and burn them, or. 
when they are out of reach, to tile 
oil-soaked rags or waste on a tong 
pole and burn them on the tree. 


“Those suggestions apply to the 
| pests when they remain in ‘tents.’ 
'We have had a number of reports, 
however, that they were scatter- 
ing over the trees. Spraying with 
arsenate of lead then will eliminate 
them. It may be obtained from 
seed concerns, but requires a 
spraying outfit. 

“The tent caterpillar does not 
kill trees. but absolutely -uins their 
appearance for the season. And 
if the pests are not promptly kiiled 
they return the next season in 
larger numbers. 

“One encouraging thing in all 
this is the evidence that St. Louis- 
ans are taking more interest in the 
upkeep of their lawns and trees. 


One man telephoned to ask 
whether there was any way to 
force his neighbor to spray: he 


was trying to protect his own trees, 
but without much success against 
invasions of caterpillars from the 
neglectful neighbor’s yard. fhe 
only thing we could tell him was 
to use persuasion and the forma, 
‘Let us spray.’” 


SAYS SKIP-STOP DECISION 
RESTS ONLY WTH STATE BODY 


Counselor Muench Tells Olive Street 
Merchants to Take Complaint 
to Service Commission. 

The only recourse for merchants 
along Olive street who are dissatis- 
fied with the skip-stop system in 
operation by the Public Service Co. 
is to file a complaint with the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, 
City Counselor Muench said today 
in announcing why his office would 
not issue against the carline for 
violation of section 2191 of the City 
Code, requiring cars to stop at in- 
tersecting streets. 

Muench quoted the opinion of 
the State Supreme Court in ihe 
Packman case, which involved the 
validity of a city ordinance prohib- 
iting the selling of street car trans- 
fers, decided a'‘year ago, in which 
it was held that “the City of St. 
Louis is without the power to regu- 
late to any extent, dikectly or in- 
directly, the rates of a public wtil- 
ity, or to prescribe regulations or 
practices which affect such rates.” 
The power, the opinion goes on to 
say, belongs to the Public Service 
Commission. which has jurisdiction 
in the skip-stop controversy as 
well, Muench explains, on account 
of the expression “regulations and 
practices.”’

An hour before the boy was tak- 
en home, Mrs. E. C. McAllister, his 
grandmother, a wealthy Miami ho- 
tel owner, had completed arrange- 
ments to pay $8000 ransom  de- 
manded for his return. Her de- 
cision was made after a second 
telephone call to the McAllister 
home this morning from a man 
who said the abductors would re- 


turn Billy to his home in an auto- 
mobile provided $8000 in cash were 
available for immediate exchange 
and no police officers were surh- 
moned to the vicinity. 

Fearful for th® safety of the 
boy, the grandmother and the 
widowed mother,.Mrs. May McAl- 
lister, requested police to halt their 
investigation and, made ready to 
meet the demands of the kidnap- 
ers. 

The child was abducted from his 
bedroom on the ground floor about 
9:30 o'clock last night while only 
his grandmother was in the house. 
She heard the child scream and 
rushed to the bedroom only to 
find him missing and the window 
screen propped open.

WILLIAM ALLEN Writ: 
RANES SMITHS RECORD 


Declares Governor’s Election 
Would Be a Menace to the 
Nation. 


By the Associated Press. 

OLATHE, Kan., July 13.—For- 
mally opening the Republican cam- 
paign in Kansas William Allen 
White, Emporia editor, in an ad- 
dress here last night praised the 
personal courage of Gov. Smith 
but declared “his election would 
menace the nation.” 

“It is not that Gov. Smith 1s a 
Catholic and a wet which makes 
him an offense to the villagers and 
town dwellers, but because his rec- 
ord shows the kind of President he 
would make—a Tammany Presi- 
dent,” the editor said. “He is a 
man of unusual intelligence, splen- 
did courage and rare political wis- 
dom, yet he has a curious record. 
He has risen on that record to a 
place of great power but chiefly 
by the aid of ‘Tammanys,’ big and 
little, in great cities.” 

Reviewing the Democratic nom- 
inee’s record, White said that in 
the New York Legislature Smith 
had voted 10 times against allow- 
ing the people to vote on any sort 
of restriction on the sale of liquor; 
four times against stepping gam- 
bling and prostitution in connec- 
tion with saloons; three times

against repealing the law keeping 
the saloons open on Sunday; four 
times in favor of removing zon- 
ing restrictions which would keep 
open saloons from churches and 
schools and three times in favor 
of laws sponsored by organized 
gambling. 

“Tammany is Tammany and 
Smith is its prophet,” said White. 

“The whole Puritan civilization 
which has built a sturdy, orderly 
nation is threatened by Smith. His 
record explains what Tammany 
means.”’ 


MORE NICARAGUANS SURRENDER

readiness to conclude a pact in 
| accordance with the United Staten’ 
proposal. 

Contents of Note. 


‘The German Government has 
examined with the greatest care 
the contents of the note (June 23), 
and the revised draft of the pact 
which was enclosed,” the reply 
stated. ‘“‘The Government is pleased 
that the standpoint of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States of 
America as set forth in the note 
corresponds with the fundamental 
German conception as it was com- 
municated in the note of April 27, 
1928 (the original proposal). The 
German Government also agreed 
to the changes in the preamble 
of the draft of the pact. 

“It is therefore pleased to state 
that it takes cognizance of the 
statements made by the Govern- 
ment of the United States of Amer- 
ica contained in your excellency’s 
note of June 23, that it agrees to 
the interpretation which is given 
therein to the provisions of the 
proposed pact and that it is ac- 
cordingly ready to sign this pact 
in the form now proposed.”

MR. SIDENER’S WEAK DEFENSE. 

Circuit Attorney Sidener’s defense against the 
charges that have been made concerning the admin- 
istration of his office is that he has been exoner- 
ated by five grand juries which investigated his 
office, and that he had sent 990 prisoners to Jef- 
f-rson City during his second term and had ob- 
tained 524 convictions out of 572 cases In the last 
three months. 

The defense does not mean much. His exoneration 
by five grand juries simply means that in the cases 
they investigated they did not find sufficient evi- 
dence upon which to indict or to reprimand him. 
In the last grand jury investigation, one of Mr. 
Sidener’s assistants directed the inquiry. The fact 
that Mr. Sidener’s office has obtained a large number 
of convictions does not prove that he did not fail 


should have been obtained, and did not nolle pros 
cases in which the defendants should have been 
tried. : 

There are certain specific cases in which Mr. 
Sidener has not justified or réasonably explained 
his failure to obtain justice. We pass by cases men- 
tioned by Mr. Freund, former Police Commissioner, 
in which he charges that action by the Circuit At- 
torney’s oifice defeated the ends of justice. We 
mention the Rutherford case, in which Rutherford, 
after the brutal killing of a bellboy without provo- 
cation, was let off with a $500 fine, at the instance 
of the Circuit Attorney’s office. This case, in which 
thousands of dollars were used to save Rutherford 
from punishment that fitted his crime, is damning 
evidence that Mr. Sidener is unfit for his office. 

There is the Motlow case, where Motlow, in a 
drunken fit, killed an unoffending Pullman con- 
ductor, and was acquitted. 

It is the notable cases in which Circuit Attorney 
Sidener ha’ failed by which his conduct of his 
office must be judged. 

The five grand jury investigations indicate a lack 
of confidence in Mr. Sidener as Circuit Attorney. 
The truth is the public, by reason of certain con- 
spicuous failures of justice, has lost confidence in 
Mr. Sidener‘s capacity to conduct his office. There

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A $12,000,000 INCONGRUITY. 
In a lu between the usual squabbles at Tuesday 
night’s meeting of the Board of Education, the secre- 
tary-treasurer made his report of the fiscal year’s 
receipts and expenditures. The receipts, he said, were 
$12,353,000. A tidy sum, but not quite enough, as 
it had been found necessary to draw upon the $5.- 
500,000 surplus for an additional $10,000 to pay the 
bills. 
Public School education in St. Louis, it appears 
from this report, is more than a $12,000,000 affair, on 
the basis of its annual turnover. The vast income is 
derived from taxes, which are cheerfully paid because 
of the almost universal feeling that nothing is too 
good, in buildings, equipment and instruction, for the 
children. There has been rfo complaint of the lav- 
ish expenditures or suggestions that they be cur- 
tailed. 
There cannot help being a widespread conviction, 
however, that there is something curiously incon- 
gruous between this $12,000,000 business and the 
exhibitions of pettishness that are given at almost 
every meeting of the board that directs it. The peo- 
ple who put up the money and select representatives 
to administer it have a right to expect that they will 
not only bring to the administration the best of their 
ability but that they will deport themselves with a 
dignity in keeping with the importance of the posi- 
tions that they hold. Instead, there is rarely a meet- 
ing of the board that is not marred by unseemly 
bickerings. 
Differences of opinion there are bound to be, but 
it takes more than differences of opinion to justify 
the exhibitions that are constantly being given. The 
explanation seems to lie in the caliber of the persons 
who, with exceptions, are elected to the Board of 
Education, Greater care at election time is a remedy 
that suggests itself. It is worth trying.

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RADIO AND MOVIES IN POLITICS. 

It was an opportune warning which Mayor Walker 
of New York delivered to the movie magnates against 
permitting the films to be used for partisan purposes 
in the coming presidential campaign.

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NOT FOR SENATOR NORRIS. 


Senator Norris cannot be persuaded to lead any 
political wild goose chases—he declines the nomina- 
tion for President offered him by the Farmer-Labor 
party. As usual, Nebraska’s “Grand Old Man” is 
right. There is not the slightest demand for a third 
party this year. While many of the declared aims 
of the Farmer-Labor party are meritorious, its fol- 
lowing is negligible, and its hopes nil. Senator Nor- 
ris, who has been called “the most valuable public 
servant in Congress,” has much important work 
to accomplish—far too much to waste his time and 
talents leading a microscopic political party. 

First, he wants to win his Muscle Shoals fight. 
After 10 years of battling for what began as a 
forlorn hope, he achieved the extraordinary feat at 
the last session of convincing both houses of Con- 
gress that he had the only practical and honorable 
solution of that perplexing problem. The bill was 
passed, and when last heard of, it had disappeared 
into the cavernous depths of Mr. Coolidge’s veto 
pocket. But it takes more than a contemptuous 
pocket veto to discourage Norris, and the next Pres- 
ident to whom the bill is submitted may be less 
indifferent to the fate of that great public property, 
and more indifferent to the wishes of the Power 
Trust. ‘ 

In addition, Norris still has his fight to abolish 
the “lame duck” session of Congress. Four times 
his resolution has passed the Senate by huge ma- 
jorities. Three times the Old Guard leaders in the 
House prevented a vote on it, and on the fourth occa- 
sion managed to muster slightly more than the 
one-third which was necessary to kill it—temporarily. 
That fight will be renewed in the next Congress, and 
with it Norris probably will submit his proposal 
fom another needed reform—the abolition of the obso- 
lete Electoral College, which now operates so effec- 
tively to bar independent candidates from presiden- 
tial contests. 

As a matter of fact, Senator Norris already has 
indicated what his conduct in this campaign may be. 
If Gov. Smith’s stand on Muscle Shoals and the 
Power Trust is what Norris hopes it will be, he will 
support Smith. This would require extraordinary 
courage in the ordinary Republican Senator, but not 
in Norris, who went into Pennsylvania two years 
ago and campaigned for the Democratic candidate, 
William B. Wilson, against “Boss” Vare. Party lines 
are nothing in his life, and he has frequently urged 
that they be abolished. Since no man is so com- 
pletely trusted by the farmers of the Northwest and 
by liberals everywhere, Norris’ support for Al Smith 
would be a tremendous factor, 

With such great aims to accomplish, and such 
vast issues to be. decided, it is wholly in harmony 
with Norris’ good sense that he declines to become 
absorbed in the toy campaign of a vanishing third 
party.

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MORRIS M. TITTERINGTON. 
While he remained little known to the general pub- 
lic, flyers everywhere knew and appreciated the con- 
tribution that Morris M. Titterington made to the 
science of aviation.

erry ROBINSON’S warning that 
the South is a political battleground this 
year may sound alarming to partisan Dem- 
ocrats, but to anyone who takes a longer 
view of American politics it is really very 
good news. It is hardly necessary to say 
that we hope and believe that the South 
will vote the Democratic ticket this year. 
But we should much rather see the South 
go Democratic after a lively campaign than 
to have it go Democratic by inertia. For 
the Democratic party has suffered, the 
Republican party has suffered, the South 
has suffered and the country has suffered 
from the fact that for 70 years an import- 
ant section of the country comprising some 
10 states has had an abnormal political sys- 
tem. An undisputed monopoly of political 
power, whether it exists’ in Pennsylvania 
and Vermont or in Georgia and Alabama, is 
inherently a bad thing, and anything which 
shakes that monopoly and tends to make 
communities feel that their opinions and 
their votes matter will turn ovt in the long 
run to be a blessing. 


We are quite well aware that the forces 
in the South which are producing the re- 
volt to which Senator Robinson alludes are 
not wholly reputable. Their chief, though 
not wholly avowed motive, is bigotry, and 
to a lesser degree honest prejudice and hon- 
est disagreement. But that does not trouble 
us. The existence of bigotry is a fact to be 
taken into account and there is no better 
way to cure it than to force it into the open. 
Kor bigotry flourishes best 1n stagnant 
places, in communities where the natural 
leaders of men, the intelligent, the spirited 
and the generous, are not aroused to action. 
There need not be the smallest doubt in 
anyone's mind that if the issues raised by 
the bigoted once seem important to the 
South, there will be plenty of men and 
women in the South who will regard it as 
their high privilege to strike down intoler- 
ance and vindicate the reputation of the 
South in the eyes of the world. Senator 
Robinson himself igs a shining example of 
what the civilized South will do when it is 
convinced that its Heflins are worth notic- 
ing.

To make the South a political battleground 
is to mobilize for the cause of liberty thou- 
sands of men and women who would ordi- 
narily feel that they had no part to play 
in national affairs. Nothing could be better 
than that. The South was once the orig!- 
nator of an intellectual movement in the 
field of politics which for brilllancy and 
wisdom will stand critical comparison with 
anything in the history of modern popular 
government. No better political thinking 
has been done by any group of modern men 
than that which was done by the Virginia 
statesmen, by men like Jefferson, Madison. 
Marshall. Their work endures: their Ppa- 
pers are among the classics of political 
thought. The submergence of this leader- 
ship, the long bondage of the South, first to 
slavery, then to its grievances, then to Bry- 
anism and to Volsteadism and Ku Kluckery, 
has been an intellectual disaster. It has 
suffocated the young men who in a more 
normal political atmosphere would have 
risen to leadership. They have had no in- 
centive and no opportunity to develop their 


powers. And therefore we say that the 
campaign of 1928 will be forever memora- 
ble if it cracks the political monopoly under 
which Southern leadership has lain pros- 
trate.

The partisan Democrats who are dis- 
turbed at the prospect of a revival of po- 
litical life in the South ought not to be dis- 
turbed too much, It will be a very good 
thing for the party if it follows Senator 
Robinson's advice, opens political headquar- 
ters in the South and sets out to earn the 
confidence of the Southern voters. We pre- 
dict that if this is done, and that if Gov. 
Smith goes personally into the South and 
talks to it as he would to any other valua- 
ble and self-respecting section of the coun- 
try, that the Democrats will not only get the 
112 electoral votes of the South, but they 
will win also a tremendous accession of 
new, vigorous, competent political leaders.

It has 
accepted grudgingly the domination of 
sterile political machines like that owned 
by Senator Simmons and it has winced and 
suffered at the spectacle of bounders like 
Heflin. To this new generation in the 
South the Democratic party must address 
itself, and if it does that, win or lose in 
1928, it will have made a historic contribu- 
tion to American life.
